Bank Failure at Oklahoma City. 
Oklahoma City, April 7.—The Plant 
er^ & Mechanics 
bank, 
capitalized 
under the state laws at $50,000, is 
being liquidated Thursday by Fred 
J. Dennis and other members of the 
state banking board. 
All depositors are being paid full 
amounts, but the lo.-s to the state 
guaranty fund cannat be estimated, 
depending entirely upon the collec 
lion of the $250,000 loans outstand­ 
ing. The liabilities of the institution 
will be met in full without discount 
from the resources together with toe 
guaranty fund assessm ents and tak 
en over by the state banking board 
The present officers of the insii 
tution are A. M. Gustin, president; A 
L. Norfleet, cashier; 
J . -AI. PoateHe 
and H. At. Scales, directors. Nick M 
Ellis, now under bond for $3,000 on 
a forgery charge, is not associated 
with the hank, having recently re­ 
signed a* cashier. 


No Shortage. 
According to Air. Dennis, who is 
supervising the liquidation for the 
state, there are $200,000 deposits, $50- 
000 capital, $25,000 cash and $250,000 
loans. There is positively no shortage 
in any of the accounts, it i3 announc­ 
ed. 
President Gustin stated that all de­ 
positors 
will be paid and that 
vould require about four days 
complete th? liquidation. He deelin 
ed to estim ate the probable loss 
the state guaranty fund on the basis 
that he is not familiar with the val­ 
ue of the loans. He was certain, how­ 
ever. that no individual tosses would 
result.
